Missing jewels and the bungled efforts of 
a pair of investigators to recover them provide excitement 
and suspense, coupled with hilarity that moves the plot along 


at high speed. 


Romance enters the film with 
Marjorie Weaver and Peter Cook- 
son, who have never been seen 
to better advantage than as the 
young couple whose lives are en- 
dangered by the gem thieves. Tim 
Ryan once more gives a sterling per- 
formance as the comic detective 
sidekick of Cookson. Rounding out 
the well-chosen cast are Ralph 
Lewis, Pierre Watkin, Anthony 
Warde, Frank Scanell, George Lew- 
is, J. Farrell MacDonald, Clara 
Blandick and Tom Herbert.
